2, referred to State Auditor 
Jam es A. Rhodes, the Republican 
candidate. 
Lausche said: 
“On the basis of present expend 
itures, the present auditor of state 
will spend $2.400,000 this

JUDGE YOUNGDAHL showed a 
surprising indifference to Rovers 
ma in point, which wa s tha t if the 
judge wa s going to quote from con­ 
gressiona l hea rings he shouldn’t 
cite the findings of the Tydings 
committee a lone a nd disrega rd to­ 
ta lly the findings of the McCa r- 
ra n-Jenner committee, which went 
over the sa me ground a couple 
of yea rs la ter a nd fina ly a sked 
tha t La ttimore be indicted for per­ 
jury- Rover ha d sa id in his a ffi­ 
da vit:

yet to be tried, a close rea ding of 
the sta tement just issued w i l l 
doubtess furnish a ba sis for more 
cha rges of a ppa rent bia s. 
Thus Judge Youngda hl cha ra ct­ 
erizes a s “ sca nda lous” the a ction 
of the U.S. a ttorney in filing a n a f­ 
fida vit of bia s. Yet it wa s present­

The 
judge sa ys tha t those in the De­ 
pa rtment of Justice who certified 
tha t the Rover a ffida vit wa s ma de 
in “ good fa ith” a cted “ irrespons­ 
ibly a nd recklessly.” The judge, 
moreover, decla res tha t Rover 
sought to “ intimida te” the court. 
This is a s gra ve a cha rge a s 
ca n be ma de a ga inst a ny la w of­ 
ficer of the government. It wa s the 
la ngua ge used by the defenda nts 
a ttorney, but it comes a s a shock 
to ha ve Judge Youngda hl a ppro­ 
pria te it a s his own. 
The most conspicuous fla w in the 
judge’s new sta tement in his con- 


there ca n be no question tha t a ny 
judge would disqua lify the juror 
from sitting in judgment a t the 
tria l of the defenda nt.”

Insomnia Is More Common Than Oversleeping 


A terrific question comes from pa tion for a person suffering from 
Mrs. Z., who sa ys: “ Why do some 
people require more sleep tha n 
others? This friend of ours is go­ 
ing to sleep her life a wa y. Will 
nervous people need more sleep? ” 
I must sa y 
fra nkly tha t I 
do 
not know 
why some peo­ 
ple 
require 
more sleep tha n 
others, 
though 
certa inly t h i s 
seems to be the 
ca se. 
Further­ 
more, the sa me 
person a ppea rs 
Dr. Joria n 
to need m or e 
sleep a t some periods of life tha n 
a t others, a ga in for rea sons which 
a re not entirety clea r. 
As to the friend who is sleeping 
her life away , there is insufficient 
informa tion presented to judge on 
whether she is ta xing a n a onorma l 
a mount of sleep, perha ps a s the 
result of some definite disea se con­ 
dition, or whether she is one of 
those who merely sleep more tha n 
a vera ge. 
The term “ nervous people” is so 
va gue tha t I should not like to 
comment on Mrs- Z’s fina l question. 
A much more common problem 
tha n sleeping too much is the com­ 
pla int of sleeping too little— insom­ 
nia . Ina bility to sleep well a 11 
through the night certa inly troubles 
a n enormous number of people, 
though it 
a ppea rs to be 
quite 
common for people to think they 
sieep less tha n they a ctua lly do. 
It ha s been pretty well proved 
tha t a ny emotiona l disturba nce, 
whether pa inful or plea sura ble, in­ 
terferes with norma l sleep. 
The chronic worrier is pa rticula r­ 
ly susceptible to insomnia .

Nowa da ys a number of groups 
try to do exa ctly tha t for citizens 
a ll over the country, some by pub­ 
lishing lists of those who voted 
right or wrong, some by shovelling 
ca mpa ign funds into pa rticula r dis­ 
tricts. 
The cœt of running for public 
office ha s become prohibitive, so 
tha t ca ndida tes a re often forced to 
seek funds where they ought not 
to be sought.

Man Sues For Teeth 
Lost At Hospital 
LOS ANGELES UP) — Harry J . 
Lipset says the last time he saw 
his false teeth was just before he 
underwent a surgical operation at 
Los Angeles General Hospital last 
July 27. 
He filed a claim against the 
County Board of Supervisors yes­ 
terday for $5,450 and said per­ 
sistent questioning of hospital per­ 
sonnel while he was convalescing 
failed to disclose any clue to the 
teeth.
